“You suggest that we do not come 
to the bar of public opinion with clean 
hands. It has cost us millions of dol- 
lars to keep them clean, and we re- 
mind you that we have in this cor 
respondence repeated our demand for 
a congressional investigation. 

“The: temperature in my office is 
well above 90, and the law prohibits 
me from making here in America, a 
glass of wholesome beer such as my 
grandfather, Adolphus Busch, made 
famous over the ‘world as an American 
product. Yet, as I write, I contem- 
plate the shipping board approving 
vouchers for the disbursement of 
American government money from the 
treasury in payment for German and 
British beers and .wines to be sold 
by our government at a profit. The 
prospect does not, I assure you, tend 
to lower the temperature.” 

BUSCH LETTER 
GIVES FACTS. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 14.—A letter 
charging that the United tSates is 
“incomparably the biggest bootlegger 
in the world,” written by August A. 
Rusch, president of Anheuser Busch 
Inc., while en route to Europe abroad 
the steamship George Washington, 
end which has been forwarded ta 
resident Harding was made public 
today, together with letters by Adol- 
rhus Busch, III., his son and by 
Anheuser Busch, Inc., addressed to 
members of congress requesting inves- 
tigation into the enforcement depart- 
rient of the government regarding the 
prohibition act. 

The letter of August A. Busch, ad- 
dressed to his associates, says in 
pert: 

“We are now approaching the coast 
of France. As this vessel is operated 
by the United States shipping board, 
I’ was amazed to learn that the ship- 
ring board vessels are the wettest 
on the ocean. 

Liquor Guaranteed. , ‘ 

“I learn that passage on these ships 
has been sold with a money back 
guarantee that bars for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors will be thrown 
open as they pass out the three-mile 
coast line. 

“This makes the United States the 
higgest bootlegger in the world. 

“As manufacturers of legal products 
we have been forced for more than 
two years to meet unfair and unlaw- 
ful competition in the United Sfates. 
For the United States to set aside 
ite constitutions and laws, in the 
ecreration of its own business enter- 
prises, increases our difficulties, be- 
ciuse it encourages violators of the 
law to greater activity. : 

“I understand that the shipping 
board has brought to the notice of 
high officials of the government the 
fact that it could not compete on the 
high sea& with the ships of other aa- 
tions and obey the Volstead act. 

Shows Real Sentiment. 

“We should submit to the president 
that the government’s toleration of 
the violation of the law by the ship- 
ping board is proof that prohibition 
laws as now written are either im- 
tractical and non-enforceable or are 
being disregarded deliberately. . . . 

“The fact that citizens of the Unit- 
ed States would not buy passage 
upon ships of the United States so 
long as the Volstead act was operative 
upon these ships gives us a real sen- 
timent of the American people.” 

The letter of Adolphus Busch, ITY., 
says in part:

“We are reliably informed that the 
udvertisement of the United States, 
lines, published in European news- 
apers ‘announced’ ‘choice wines and 
iquors’ on ships of the United States, 
“We are also reliably informed that 
during all the time the government 
has been violating the prohibition 
laws, it has had public figures touring 
the country for the especial purpose 
of preaching respect for the probibi- 
tion laws to the American people. 
“We are enclosing what appears to 
be a government inspired newspaper 
editorials making a plea for the con- 
tinued violation of the prohibition 
laws on board United States ships. 
“The government's disregard of the 
prohibition law and its policy of in- 
spiring editorial support of the ex- 
emption of one of its business enter- 
rrises from the operation of the law 
on the one hand and its feeblé at- 
tempt to enforce it on the other 
band appears most inconsistent.” 


Asks Congress Probe. 


= 

The letter of Anheuser Busch, Inc., 
invites congress’ attention to wine 
lists of the shipping board steamers 
and requests a congressional inquiry 
into enforcement of the prohibition 
act. The letter says in part: 

“We have repeatedly brought to the 
notice of the congress of the United 
States and the administrative offi- 
cials the -fact that the prohibition 
law is so loosely enforced as to in- 
vite its violation and that under these 
conditions the manufacturers of law- 


ful products are being driven out of 
business. 

“When the government of the 
United States permits a department 
to violate a prohibition law, it helps 
to create a condition which aggravates 
the difficulties of those manufac- 
turers.” 

The letter further suys that the 
government in violating its own law 
sets an example of “hypocrisy, un- 
paralleled in the history of the re- 
public.” 


LASKER CONFIRMS 
SALE OF LIQUOR. 


Washington, June 14.—The ship- 

ing board holds that ‘neither the 
“olstead act nor the eighteenth amend- 
ment apply to American ships outside 
the three-mile limit,” Chairman Las- 
ker declared today in a letter to Adol- 
phus Busch, III., vice president of the 
Anheuser Busch Brewing company, of 
St. Louis. Confirming reports that 
alcoholic drinks were being served on 
American ships at sea, Mr. Lasker 
asserted that the shipping board had 
approved this custom. 

“The shipping board has permitted 
and will continue to permit serving 
liquor on its ships,” he continued, “so 
long as foreign flung ships are allowed 
to enter and depart from our shores 
exercising that privilege.” 

Mr. Lasker’s letter was in reply 
to a communication addressed by 
Mr. Busch to President Harding with 
reference to alcoholic drinks being reg- 
ularly served on shipping board ves- 
sels at sea. The matter had been 
referred to him, 

Approved by Counsel. 

While it was truc, Mr. Lasker said, 
that an assistant attorney-general “in 
the prior administration,” had held 
that the prohibition laws were effec- 
tive on American shipping whenevei 
operated, the present general counsel 
of the shipping board, his assistants 
and the chairman himself were con- 
vinced that such an opinion was not 
soundly based and had approved the 
inclusion of wine lists as regular equip- 
ment of boats operated under the 
board’s supervision, for use however 
my beyond the jurisdictional coastal 
ine. 

‘The prior chairman (of the board) 
bad issued orders that the Palmer 
opinion must be respected,” Mr, Las- 
ker said, “but it is true that in fact 
during the Wilson administration in se 
far as the shipping board operated 
passenger ships, liquor was served. 

“Having thus disposed of your con- 
tention that we are breaking the law 
let me refer to the practical side of 
what is involved. 


Argues “Practical Side.” 


“There is a vital bill pending be- 
fore congress now providing aid for 
American shipping, which if enacted 
into law stamps the belief of America 
as expressed through its legislative 
body, that we have reached that 
point in our national life where an 
established merchant marine is essen- 
ital for our prosperity and protec- 
tion in peace and war. 


“No type of ship is so essential for | 


either of these major purposes as the 
fast passenger and combination pas- 
senger and cargo ship. Great Brit- 
ain has 250, whereas we have but 50; 
when speed and age are considered, the 
factor is even greater in favor of 
Great Britain. 

“So long as Great Britain, Japan, 
France, Germany and other mari- 
time nations continue to serve liquors 
to American passengers, I am ashamed 
to state that my experience leads me

“I do not believe I speak inadvis- 
ably when I state that so long as for- 
eign ships can enter America serving 
liquor the lack of that privilege might 
be the very determining factor in the 
life or death of the American wer- 
chant marine.

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JURY MUST TRY 
DOUGHERTY CASE. 
SAYS HIGH COURT 


The Georgia supreme court Wednes- 
day handed down a decision in which 
it holds that the suit of D. O. Dough- 
- erty against the Central Bank and 
Trust company, in which the plaintiff 
seeks payment of $1,350 in Liberty 
bonds, which he alleges were removed 
from a safety deposit box by an un- 
authorized person, must be tried before 
a jury. 

_ he higher court in reversing the de- 
cision of Judge John T. Pendleton of 
Fulton superior court, who had previ- 
ously returned a verdict for the bank, 
rules that there was conflicting testi- 
mony in the trial of the case and a 
jury should have passed on its merits. 

Doughetty claims that his former 
wife, Mrs. W. R. Dougherty, from 
whom he recently obtained a divorce, 
went to the bank while he was in 
France with the Y. M. C. A. during 
the world war, and secured the bonds 
involved in the case. He alleges that 
the bonds together with an automo- 
bile and other property were turned 
over to a soldier with whom his wife 
was friendly. 

_In the records of the case it is re- 
cited that Dougherty entrusted to his 
wife the keys to his safety deposit box 
together with a power of attorney giv- 
ing her access to the box. He contends 
that the Liberty bonds were removed 
from the bank by “one Vincent,” whom 
he claims was the soldier in the case. 
He contends that the bonds should not 
have been delivered to Vincent, even 
though the key to the box had been 
entrusted to him by Mrs. Dougherty.

Pays High Tribute.

Wool 
blankets and carving sets and curling 
irons, hair. clippers and briar pipes 
were among the exhibits. 

“And the men who handle these 
are the men who are fighting this 
tariff bill,’ Mr. McCumber shouted.

plan, ag many harassed mothers have 
learned, The room need not be dark- 
ened until the usual sleeping time. 

In the severe cases, in which the 
high humidity is a regular or invari- 
able feature, the child should be kept 
in bed all day long, in an atmosphere 
of quiet and calm. . The repose is 
often helpful in other respects. De 
Haan declares that these simple 
methods have proved curative in prac- 
tically all cases, except only actual 
mental defectives. 

Attributing bed wetting to a 
“neuropathic” heredity ig too much 
like blaming grandpa for one’s mis- 
used arteries. It seems more. reason- 
able and proves more practicable to 
ascribe the trouble to a neuro mus- 
cular fatigue of the urinary appara- 
tus and-the whole system, brought 
about by excessive or excessively. pro- 
longed play, by harsh and unjusti- 
fiablé& représion and forced quietudé: 
in schoel (if the child is unfortunate 
enough to be under the thumb of an 
old fogy teacher); and to undue ex- 
citement in the evening—such as. 
nighthawking at the movies or: about 
the street, as some sadly neglected 
children are allowed to do. 

Children with this difficulty should 
be required to follow a very rigid 
clockwork schedule of evacuation of 
the bladder at certain hours all day, 
regularly,.set times, and it is abso- 
lutely wrong for teachers or others to 
require any child to obtain anybody’s 
— or consent to such a thing.

Friends of Jake, who have known 
him as one of the cleanest, most 
sportsmanlike scrappers in the game, 
will be glad to read between the lines 
of the following in The Havana Post 
anJ realize that the fo1l on which 
Jake was disqualified waa very ques- 
tionable and that the after-fight. was 
started by Wallace: 

The eleventh round started with 
Abel sending. series of hard left 
jabs at his opponent’s chin. Wal-. 
Jace closed in and some of that 
fast in-fighting which had char- 
acterized the earlier part®of the 
fight followed, when Abel’s head 
came in contact with Wallace’s 
left eye, opening up a long cut 
which bled profusely, making it 
«lmost impossible for him to see. 
The fight was stopped for a while 
until Wallace’s eye was examined 
and Referee Ross warned Abel 
that if he butted again he would 
disqualify him. 

The twelfth had just started 
when Wallace reared his head up 
as though he had been butted 
again and when the referee sepa- 
rated the men, he rushed over to 
where the judges’ committee was 
sitting and again called attention 
to his eye. After some discussion, 
during which Abel was walking 
around the ring upparently won- 
dering ‘what all the fuss was 
about, Referee Rice held up Wal- 
iace’s arm, declaring him the win- 
ner. 

Abel walked into his corner dis- 
gusted, followed by Wallace, who 
apparently wanted to make some 
explanation, but Abel waved him 
away. Wallace persisted, taking 
hold of Abel and pulling him 
around. ‘This started a hammer 
and tong set-to which lasted about 
thirty seconds, the police, over 
forty of them, swarming into the 
ring and separating the twe men. 
They afterwards had to report at 
the police station for engaging in 
an unauthorized fistic encounter.

WARMER WEATHER 
IMPROVES COTTON 


Albany, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)— 
June weather has brought remarkable 
improvement in crop conditions 
throughout south Georgia and saved 
what had appeared to be a desperate 
situation with respect to several im- 
portant crops. 

What a few days of hot weather 
can do for cotton is seen in every 
field. Fortunately cotton was grass 
free when the heavy May rains set 
in, and June found little grass in the 
fields but a great deal of water. As 
this has dried out the plow gangs have 


again seen to be a fine crop prospect. 

The hot, dry weather has helped the 
boll weevil situation materially, and 
farmers are more hopeful of getting a 
fair yield of cotton than they huve 
been at any time this season. It 
never gets too hot for cotton, as ev- 
erybody knows who knows anything 
about the crop, and these sizzling June 
days are making it grow amazingly. 

Corn and peanuts are in splendid 
shape, now that the grass menace has 
been met, and except where low sec- 
tions of fields were under water long 
enough for whatever was planted there 
to be killed, the agricultural prospect 
is pretty much everything that could 
be desired. 

Cantaloupes and watermelons also 
are coming into their own, though the 
latter crop has been cut off 80 per 
cent, by the excessive rains of May, 
and cantaloupes were quite as badly 
hit. But with the execption of fields 
of very early maturity, the present 
outlook is wholly encouraging. Ship- 
ments from the upper part of the south 
Georgia cantaloupe belt will be general 
the latter part of the present week, 
and the growers expect good prices. 

The later varieties of peaches’ here- 
about give promise of good yields of 
excellent fruit, ‘They have had prac- 
tically no rain in two weeks, and the 
grade of Hileys, Georgia Belles and 
Elbertas will be extra good, owners, 
of the orchards believe. 

On the whole there has been a re- 
covery from what threatened to be 
extensive disaster which is highly grat- 
ifying, and the gloom of a fortnight 
ago has been succeeded by a spirit of 
growing optimism.

man, who is serving a life sentence as 
a result of the Wade | 
Americus several years ago, both had 
testified that Christie or Adamson 
had given Lipscomb “something” a 
few hours before the latter died. 


In reply to questions, Adamson 
stated that if he issued any medicine 
to Ohristie on the night it was al- 
leged Lipscomb reccived it, he did not 
remember. He also declared that he 
did not administer any medicine to 
the dying man. Christie, he asserted, 
was a nurse in the hospital and would 
have called upon him for medicine. 

Testimony that the present location 
of the farm is unsuitable and that the 
land is “too poor” to be cultivated on 
a profitable scale again was sub- 
mitted to prison officials.
